TIk? annual meeting of ths proprie- 
t m s of this company was held on Fri- 
day last, at tho lioatl offices, Royal In- 
surance Buildings, North John-street, 
Liverpool. Charles Turiier, Esq., 
chairman of the board of directors, 
presided. 

The notice convening tho mooting 
having been read, tho report, as fol- 
lows, was taken as read:— 

FIRE BEPAkTMENT. 

The directors have tho pleasure of 
reporting thnt in this branch of tho 
ousincss the results of the year 1873 
have been the most satisfactory, as 
respects the aggregate amount of prof- 
it realised, which the company has 
ever experienced. 

The fire premiums for the period 
amount to £807,405 19s. 6d.,'and the 
losses to £436,190 10s. After" tho de- 
duction of agents' commission and 
management expenses, tho profit on 
the transactions of the twelve months, 
including interest, amounts to £216,- 
■ll'l 16s. 5d. During tho year the 
business in America has been reduced 
and it will accordingly be observed 
l lint there is :t slight diminution of in- 
come, when compared with 1872. The 
account for "unearned premium for 
increased revenue" is therefore closed 
for the present, and tho surplus carri- 
ed to firo fund, which is thereby ^in- 
creased to £351,037 10s. 

LIFE DEPARTMENT. 

During the past year, 1406 new pro- 
posals were made to the company. Of 
these 1 ,099 were acceptod and com- 
pleted for C514.638, the now premi- 
ums thoroon being £17,271 2s. 9d. 
The proposals declined during the 
period amounted to £121,744. The

(is. 2d., and the interest to £7,541 ( Js. 
Thirty annuitants have died during the 
year, the annual payments to whom 
amounted to £1,473 2s. 

The result of the operations for the 
year is that, after payment of all 
claims, annuities, and expenses of 
every description, £158,547 Os. 4d. 
has been added to the life funds, mak- 
ing the total accumulations of the 
life branch of the company £1,761,523 
lis. lid, 

The quinquennial investigation of 
the life business will be made at the 
closo of the present year, preparatory 
to the declaration of a bonus to tho as- 
sured at the annual meeting in 1875. 
Tho method adopted at tho investiga- 
tion of 1870 for securing perfect ac- 
curacy in the calculations will again 
he followed, and a separate valuation 
of the liabilities will accordingly be 
obtained from an independent mduary, 
in addition to the valuation by tho of- 
ficers nf the company. 

During the four yearn now expired 
the mortality has continued to be below 
the expectation, nnd the lifo fund lias 
been increased by a larger amount 
than in any sinilar period since tho es- 
tablishmoi t of the company, From a 
review of the business at the entl of the 
first half of the present year, it maybe 
fairly anticipated that, after making 
ample provision to meet a somewhat 
higher rate of mortality, which tho 
recent researches of the Institute of 
Actuaries shew may bo anticipated, the

Progress of tlio North- 

West. 

The growth of Winnipog from noth- 
ing to live thousand in less than throe 
years, the sale of one hundred thou- 
nand dollars' worth of town lots at 11 
Bingb auction, at prices ranging from 
$601) to $700 a piece, the cir juuistance 
of surveyors heing compelled to 
become men-of-all-work, even their 
own cooks, owing to tho impossibility 
procuring men, are some of tho evi- 
dences of progress in the North-west. 
But if such has been the effect already 
produced, who shall venture to pre- 
dict tho results of railway communica- 
tion with and railway construction in 
that promising country ? Ground was 
broken scarcely a mouth ago for the 
Pembina branch of tho Canadian Pa- 
cific Hail way; and although times were 
by no means dull before, we are told 
that the effect of actual commence- 
ment of railway construction has been 
truly magical. Tho value of produce 
and real estate has gone up wonderfully 
and everywhere bustle and prosperity 
reign. Population and capital are flow- 
ing in at an unprecedented into and there 
are good times generally. Such is the 
condition now. What will it bo when 
the telegraph construction and the main 
trunk railway construction are under- 
weigh? What will it be when there shall 
bo railway communication? Tho oft' re- 
peated predictions about tho rapid tilling 
up of tbe Noithwest are in a fair way ot 
receiving speedy and liberal fulfilment. 
Nor is Columbia's interest in seoing that 
magnificent country peopled merely a 
sisterly one. Westward is Urn oonrse of 
Empire. The sooner tho Northwest fills 
up the sooner will tho tide reach the Ta- 
oillo. Bui shall Columbia be content to 
wait like a stranded crab till tho tide 
gradually reaches hor from the East? 
What railway construction is doing in 
Manitoba it would do here. And is it 
loflR needod liere ? Do not the farmers on 
the Mainland, on Vancouver Island stand 
io need of some change that will create a 
demand for the products of tho country 
and cause a free circulation of money ? 
Does real-estate not require something to 
lift it up? And tho labour market— when 
shall it be said of Columbia that a survey 
party couldn't be manned ? There is no 
reason why British Columqia should not 
enjoy as great prosperity as Manitoba, — 
unless, indeed, it bo 'that railway con- 
struction aud consequent prosperity 
might endanger the tenure of offico of bur 
Ministers; and of course their interests 
are to be considered before those of tho 
people. Wouldn't it pay Columbia to 
bny off these four leeches — pension them? 
She had to do that with tho old set in or- 
der to got Confederation. She may have 
to resort to similar means forgetting rid 
of the present set in order to reap the 
principal fruits of Confederation. 



Dominion Mail Summary 

Ottawa, October 15.— A number of 
contractois are here on business con- 
nected with the giving out of contracts 
to-day by the Department of Public 
Works, for supplying machinery for 
the Railway workshop at Charlotte- 
town. 

• Sifton and Glass, of London, whose 
tender was the lowest, havo been awar- 
ded the contract for the construction 
of that portion of tho Pacific Tele- 
graph Line extending from Fort Garry 
to Port Pelley, a distance of 300 miles. 
Mr. Glass leaves for the west to- 
night. 

Hon. Mr. Laird, Minister of the 
Interior, returned to tho Capital to- 
day, six days from Fort Garry, of 
which twenty-four hours were spent 
on u Sunday stay in St. Paul. Mr. 
Laird states that tho Treaty conclud- 
ed with the Indians, after some little 
delay and difficulty, owing to having 
to deal with two distinct tribes, and to 
the effects on the part of sumo of the 
half-breeds to throw obstruction in 
tha way, is one which seems likely to 
givo satisfaction and to be accepted by 
the Indians without complaint. 

Major- 'Jeneral Smyth, thi; Adjutant- 
Geueml, arrived this evening. 

Tho nomination for N r li Renfrew 
takos place on the 26th inst. , and for 
•South Renfrew on tho 24th. 

The contract for the erection of a 
telegraph lino f.om Winnipeg to Fort 
Pelly, 200 .miles, has been given to 
Messri'. Lifton & Glass, whose tender 
was lowest. Work will be commenced 
ihortly. 

Mr. "Doyle, who has been sent out by 
tho BritistJ Government to enquire in- 
to the condition of pauper children 
brought to Canada by Miss Ryo and 
others, has arrived in Otta'wa. He 
had a long interview this morning with 
the Hon. Mr, Mackenzie in company 
•with Hon. Edward Jenkins, M. P., 
Canadian Emigration Agent in Great 
Biitiau. The Premier afforded Mr. 
Doyle, all tho information Lho Govern- 
ment was able to give him. Wo un- 
derstand Mr. Doylo will report a very 
favorablo condition of those children 
who havo hitherto boon brought out. 

We aro glad to learn by special tele- 
CTatn from Pictou, N. S., that the 
judge in tho controverted election case 
for that county has declared that none 
of the charges of bribery and corrup- 
tion brought against the sitting mem- 
bam, Messrs. Carmichaol and Dawson, 
(both supporters of Hon. Mr. Macken- 
zie) at tho instigation of "Pictou" 
Macdonald,*b.avo been proven, and 
tboso gentlemen therefore retain their 
■oata, tho petitioners paying all 
costs. 

Ottawa, October 1*. — Despatohas 
havo boon received hero from the 
North west Mounted Police Force 
giving detailed information regarding 
their movements sinco Aug. 12th. Tho 



Indiana are roprcsentod to have been 
afraid at first, but became reassured 
and friendly when tho mission of the 
forco was made known to them. Tho 
horses suffered greatly from tho in- 
nutritious grass and bituminous water, 
and 00,000 pounds of oats had to be 
procured for them from the Boundary 
Commissioners. On the 10th August 
seven sick men and 28 sick horses 
were left at Cripplo Camp to recruit

Deputy Commissioner Mc- 
Lood.witha largo detachment, will 
winter at tho trading post known as 
the Whoopup, at tho junction of the 
Arrow and Belly rivers, where there is 
good pasture and plenty of coal, 'the 
remainder of the force commenced to 
march eastward to fort Ellice on tho 
27 tli , where preparations aro being 
made for them. The health of the 
men is excellent, but many horses havo 
died. Tho supply, however, has boen 
made up on the territory. 

Toronto, October 13. — Last night 
the Canada First party held a meeting 
at which they resolved to contest all 
protested election cusps. 

It is understood that a compromise 
has been effected between Sir John A. 
Macdonald and John Hillyard Cam- 
eron, and Centro and West Toron- 
to. 

Mr. Crooks will go to North Oxfoid, 
and Mr. Mowat will oppose M. C. 
Cameron in East Toronto at the gener- 
al elections for the Local Houso. 

Fort Gabby, Manitoba, Oct. 13 — 
The Ambrose Lepino trial commenced 
this morning in the Court of Queen's 
Bench, Chief Justice Wood presiding. 
Mr. F. E. Cornish, Crown Prosecutor, 
and Mr. J. A. Chapleau and Mr. Joseph 
Royal for the defence. 

Two hours wero occupied in select- 
ing a Jury. Sixteen wero challenged 
by the defence, and four by tho Crown. 

There arc twenty-seven witnesses of 
the Crown, and seven for the de- 
fence. 

Mr. Cornish opened tho case with a 
lucid statement to tho jury, occupying 
half an hour. Tho trial will occupy 
the whole of the week. Two witness- 
es, Nolin and Neweombo.were examin- 
ed to-day. 

Fort Guuiv, October 15. — Lepine's 
trial continued all day yesterday. 
Alex. McPherson and Rev. Mr. Young 
were examined, and gnve evidence 
similar to what they gave at the ex- 
amination last fad. 

Last evening the Rev. J. Robertson 
was inducted into tho pastorate of Knox 
Church, Winnipeg. The edifice was 
thronged on the occasion. Addresses 
by the Rev. J. Black, Prof. Bruce and 
Dr Clark. 

The groat Hudson Bay Land Sale nt 
Fort Garry was in progress as this 
report loft. It is said that nearly one 
hundred thousand dollars' worth of 
land was auctioned off.

Turning the Tables. 

Tho Local Government hnvo.wo under- 
stand, rocoivod a very severe wigging 
from headquarters respecting their action 
in relation to tho Indian Reservations.

An interesting question of law was ar- 
gued before Chief Justice Ritchie at St. 
John, New Brunswick, recently. The lo- 
cal Legislature of New Brunswick passed 
an Act abolishing imprisonment for debt. 
The Act to_k effect on the 1st inst., and 
certain debtors confined in the St. John 
jail caused application to bo made to the 
Supreme Court for their discharge. Tho 
Chief Justice called upon the creditors to 
show cause why tho prisonors should not 
bo released. Counsel for the creditors 
argued that the Act was illegal, as it af- 
fected tho question of insolvency, which 
was one entirely within the jurisdiction 
of tho Dominion Parliament, and that it 
conflicted with the existing lnsolvoncy 
Act. Chief Justice Ritchie reserved his 
decision and tho debtors remained in 
jail. 

The Pandora Street Church was open- 
ed yesterday morning at 11 o'clock for 
the letting of seats, and before one o'clock 
all the sittings (about 300) had been taken. 
The congregation is composed of the 
same earnest men and women through 
* hose efforts Christ Church Cathedral

•re the bout guarantees that thoy have 
founded a vigorous, independent Church 
organization in this city, which will grow 
with tho Province and speedily become 
influential in doing good. Lust night, 
in order to meet the demand for seats, it 
was decided to call for tenders for the 
construction of a gallery capable of hold- 
ing 70 persons.

bo tho prevailing sentiment of every 
political party in every Province; lie 
might havo oven gone further, and as- 
sured thorn that nothing would be 
more likely to alienate from them the 
good feelings of the sister Provinces- 
nothing more likely to brood a spirit of 
defiance and retaliation — than an at- 
tempt to coorce us into doing that 
which would inevitably result, even if 
possible in any shape, in national 
bankruptcy and ruin, by holding the 
alternative of disruption menacingly 
over our heads. But wo cannot help 
thinking" that Mr. Blake did the 
people of British Columbia an 
injustice by admitting, even indi- 
rectly or by implication, that they had 
over held out any such threat. It is per- 
fectly true that tlio conduct of tho men 
who, unfortunately for the Pacific Pro- 
vince, aro in tlio meantime at the head of 
her local affairs, has been of tho most 
overbearing and irritating description. A 
population only ab mt one-third that of 
the city of Ottawa could not well bo pro- 
ductive of many groat mull, but thero iB 
no reason why there should not be plenty 
of sensiolo men, as we have no doubt there 
aro. The petty dignity affeoted by Mr. 
Walkein and his colleagues does not im- 
press us vory strongly with tho idea that 
tho sensiblo men aro iit tho head of affairs 
at present, and tho childish airs they have 
assumed, the exceeding importance with 
whiol) they havo clothed themselves, and 
tho priggish, overweening, arrogant and 
pragmatic temper tiioy have displayed 
throughout the recent negotiations, havo 
all conspired to try the patience and irri- 
tate the feelings of a people opposed to 
shams and red tape above all things con- 
ceivable.

Princess Mary of Cambridge (Duch- 
ess of Teck) had laid tho foundation 
stone of a new church which its to bo 
built at Host Twickenham for tho ac- 
commodation of 1,000 persons, and 
will cost about £12,000. A large com- 
pany was present at tlio ceremony, and 
among others the Patriarch of Antioch 
and the Bishop of Jerusalem. 

Experiments wero made at Ports- 
mouth with a view to try tho effoct of 
torpedoes on ironclads. The Oberon 
was fitted up to represent a vessel of 
the Hercules class, and a torpedo was 
tired undor her. Tho ship heeled 
over, but did not sink, and it was be- 
lieved that she had not been materi- 
ally injured. The Empress of Aus- 
tria was among those who witnessed 
tho operations. 

A largo troopship, callod tho Assist- 
ance, of upwards of 2,000 tons, and 
with accommodation for than 1,000 
persons and l!50 cavalry horses, had 
been launched at BJackwall, the cere- 
mony of "christening" tho ycasel be- 
ing performed by a daughter of Ad- 
miral Mends. 

Lord Rosobery, as Presidont of tho 
Social Science Congress, had deliver- 
ed an inaugural address in opening the 
proceedings of that association at Glas- 
gow. His lordship dealt ohiefly with 
the question of improving tho condi. 
tion of tho working classes, and, point- 
ing out that tho opportunities for emi- 
gration would probably be limited iu 
future, urged that attention should be 
given to the spread of education, the 
provision of good and cheap dwellings, 
the supply of working men's clubs, and 
other reforms. He concluded by 
glancing at tho Socialist movements 
abroad, and indicating what should 
be the aims of tho Congress. 

By the death of tho Rev. Thomas 
Thurlow (a nephew of tho iato Lord 
Chancellor Thurlow,) who died agod 
87 years, a pension of nearly £12,000 
per annum, which he had been receiv- 
ing on account of the abolition of var- 
ious offices, ceased to lie paid. 

Authorization had boon given by 
tho Conimamder-iu-Cliief for the at- 
tachment of proporly-cpmlihod ofiicors 
to the Quartet master-General's De- 
partment, for the purpose of being em- 
ployed in the field operations, and of 
assisting in working out the scheme of 
Home defence, for which a board of 
officers was to be established. 

Two hundred and forty-two miners 
were charged at Leeds with having ab- 
sented themselves from work, and all 
the defendants appeared in oonrt. Tho 
case, however, was settled, the defen- 
dants agreeing to pay costs amounting 
to nearly £100. 

Prince Bismarck was expected to 
open the German Parliament on tho 
lath inst., and it was statod that 
among the measures to be laid before 
tho Chambers would be tho Imperial 
Budget for 1875, and Bills relating 
to tho courts of law and to banking af- 
fairs. 

Resolutions were passed at a meet- 
ing of delegates of die German party 
at Stuttgart in favour of several con- 
stitutional measures and reforms, in- 
cluding the regulations of tho right to 
association in n, liberal spirit, the 
maintenance of the supermacy of tho 
State over the Church and education, 
the development of tho defensive pow- 
er of tho Empire, tho rotention of the 
right of the Reichstag to vote the mili- 
tary expenditure, and the introduction 
of Ministerial responsibility. 

Reverting to the question of tho re- 
lations bo tw eon Germany and Den- 
mark, the "North German Gazette" 
declared that the matter latelv dis- 
cussed arose simply from tho expulsion 
of lour troublesome persons from 
Schleswig, and that the measure was 
carried out in the interest of tho 'secu- 
rity of the country, and caused no ex- 
citement. 

Another Austrian expedition to tho 
Arctic regions was to sot out next sum- 
mer, with the object of ascertaining 
whether the land discovered by the 
first band of explorers was a continent 
or an island. The expedition was to 
bo divided into two parties, olio undor 
tho direction of Lieutenant Payer, 
which proceeds by way of East Green, 
land, and the other commanded by 
Count Wilckez, which was to travel via 
Siberia. 

Replying to an address from tho 
young men of Roumania, M. Thiers 
had written a letter in which ho advis- 
ed his correspondents to love liberty, 
preserve poaoo, and bo united, cairn 
and studious. He accepted a tribute 
paid by thorn to the civilization of 
Franco, and maintained that, in spito 
of recent misfortunes, she still possess- 
ed tho qualities which had mado lipr 
fa-no us, 

According to a telogram from Ma- 
drid Marshal Bazaino would resido in 
that city during tho winter, with sovoral 



momborsoi i\\n family, and Madame 
Bazaine had already arrived thero, 

Dissatisfaction at tho new military 
law has caused the Cossacks of tho 
Ural to break out in rebellion, but 
troops had been sent to suppress tho 
disturbances.

Eastern States. 

Washington, Oct. 29. — All charges 
against Soc'ty Struve, of tho Washing- 
ton Treasury, wore dismissed to-day, 
and that officer was directed to return 
to his post of duty. According to tho 
findings of the Department of tho In- 
terior, tho principal charge against 
him being the mismanagement of the 
public printing, was clearly shown to 
havo been without any foundation 
whatever in fact. 

New Orleans, Oct. 2Q— This after- 
noon Gov. Kellogg, with Judge Aloc- 
pa. was going homo in a c.ib when 
Major Ira Burke stopped tho cab near 
tho corner of Rampart and Cans] 
streets, and was walking up to it when 
Kellogg extended his hand, which 
Burke took and at the same time seiz- 
ed tho Governor by the wriflt with tho 
othor hand attempting to pull him out 
of tho cab, but tho Governor being 
strong, released it and drawing a 
pistol tired at Burke, tho ball grazing 
him. Burke then drew a revolver and 
fired throe or four shots without effect. 
Tho cab driver of Burke was arrested 
and taken to tho station, but was re- 
loasod afterwards at tho request of 
Judge Alocpa, who was sent for for. 
that purpose by tho Governor. The 
difficulty grow from a correspo dence 
in a paper about naturalization . 

Nkw Obleans, Oct. 20. — The Con- 
servative lenders havo held a meeting 
trying to commence criminal proceed- 
ings against Kellogg, Longstreet Bad- 
ger and all radical leaders far mur- 
der. 



Europe 

Bekun, Oct. 29.— Tho Reichstag 
was opened to-day, by tho Emperor in 
persoii with a spooch from tho Throne. 
Assurancos are given of uniformity in- 
judicial procedure. Steps linvo also 
boon taken to secure uniformity in 
civil rights. . It is thought two years 
will elapse before those reforms can be 
accomplished, but tho Emperor hopes 
to bo able to-day to express tho con- 
viction that tho hopes of the govern- 
ment and country will all bo realized 
in tho not too distant future.

DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

Enrope, 

London, Oct. 21. — All the rivors in 
the north of England and Scotland 
are much swollen, the railway and 
telegraph lines are interrupted, .troos 
uprooted, and chimneys and walls 
prostrated. Many persons wero in- 
jured in Edinburgh by tho Hying 
debris. Three houses at Stockton-on- 
Tees were demolished, and ono per- 
son killed. At Ary, Scotland, twenty 
vessels broke adrift in the harbor, 
which is shallow and exposed, all of 
which aro more or less damaged, and 
ono brig totally wracked. Three per- 
sons were drowned at Deal, and two 
at Sunderland. 

The arbitrator to whom was referr- 
ed tho questions in dispute between 
tho striking cotton operatives at Bol- 
ton and their employers havo decided 
in favor of tho masters, and the pro- 
pesed reduction of live per cent, on 
wagos. 

Tho formation of a corps of Irish 
Rille Volunteers is being widely agita- 
ted, and extensive demonstrations nro 
being made in its favor in Ireland. A 
strong effort is being made to obtain 
tho consent of tho Government. 

London, October 21st.— A "Pall 
Mall" St. Petersburg dispatch an- 
nounces that affairs are critical in Turk- 
estan and Khiva. Tho Turcomans 
are growing- bolder in their attacks and 
depredations on those tribes friendly 
to Russia. The government of tho 
Czar has ordered tho Khan of Khiva to 
repress the disorders, and tho Khan 
has replied that ho will cany out tho 
instructions of the Emperor. 

Paris, October 21st. — Monsignor 
Montour, formerly private chaplain to 
Napoleon, is dead. He has bequeath- 
ed 150,000 francs to tho Prince Impo- 
ial and tho same amount to the Pope. 

London, October 21st. — A special to 
tho Pall Mall "Gazette" from St. 
Petersburg says a conspiracy has boon 
discovered in Orenburg, and many ar- 
rests mado. 

Several European steamship lines 
have advanced steerago rates again to 
S20.

The General Government and 
British Columbia. 



(From thu Nor-WeRtor.J 

Attorney-General Walkem's visit to 
England — for the avowed purpose of 
inducing the Home Government lot iko 
up the cause of British Columbia and 
compel tho General Government to 
perform the impossibility of carrying 
out tho conditions respecting the 
building of the Canada Pacific Rail- 
way, originally entered into by the 
Maodonald ministry — is likely to prove 
a bootless one; to cover the irrepress- 
ible Walkem with ridicule, and bring 
humiliation upon the Province, which, 
could a poll he taken to-morrow, would 
be found to express r.on-confidenee in 
him and his Ministry. 

If the General Government erred at 
all in reference to its treatment of Brit- 
ish Columbia it -was upon the generous 
side. It sent a special envoy to our 
distant sister, mildly informing her 
that it was physically impossible to 
carry out in all its features the 
terms of the marriage settlement as to 
time] hut in othor respects it was w 11- 
ing to concede to her even more than 
she could ask. She turned up her 
frigid little nose at the envoy, and 
through him became positively uncivil, 
and specially boorish to her attached 
and considerate guardian. 

Mr. Edgar offered, on behalf of the 
Dominion Government, in considera- 
tion for the enlagrement of the time for 
the construction of the Pacific railway, 
very fairly — oven generously we think. 
The offer was: that the General Gov- 
ernment would expend annually one- 
and-a-half million dollars within (ho 
Province, during tho building of the 
railway; that they would construct at 
once a railway between Nanaimo and

Vancouver; that they 
would open up at once a wagon road 
along the projected line of railway on 
tho mainland; would place along it at 
once a telegraph lino to bo extended 
across tho continent. These terms- 
even in the eyes of Manitoba states- 
men who asked so much and got so 
little hitherto — seem liberal if not ex- 
travagant. They wore met with in- 
solence, tho agent offering thom was 
insulted and at length had to bo re- 
called. 

Attorney General Walkom refused 
to treat with an agent of tho Govern- 
ment, and Walkom makes a pilgri- 
mage to Ottawa, where he is treated 
in his turn as ho deserves. Prom 
there ho proceeds to England whore 
ho meets with even less consideration. 
The upshot of "Walkem's screaming is 
that tho Victoria (B, C. ) "Standard" 
announces that it has been authorized 
to state the tho Provincial Govern- 
ment Lave agreed to leave tho ques- 
tion iu controversy in reforenoe to tho 
railway between British C)lumbia and 
the Dominion to tho arbitration of 
Lord Carnarvon. It is doubtful 
whether tho noble Lord will accept 
the reference, but if ho does, and the 
General Government acquiesces in it, 
it is still doubtful whether British 
Columbia will do hotter than had she 
accepted tho original offer and savod 
her "funs and feathers,"

Two reckless lads living at Robolla, 
Alleghany county, Pa., stole a can of 
mtro-glycoriuo from the dopot at that 
placo a fortnight ago, and concluded to 
test the power of tho liquid,which thoy 
did in tho most effectual manner.

Who Invented Sausages? 

not HEYWOOD. 

A correspondent asks ua this question: 
"Who was tho inventor of sausages?" 
We answered: It was unknown. Juliu» 
Cmsar claimed to bo the inventor, bat 
historians and commentators have uni- 
versally scouted his claim. There is no 
doubt iu the minds of the best inforniod 
writers on tho subject but that the Gor- 
uians were the inventors of the sausago, 
and that Cmsar in his wars against the" 
stubborn German tribes became acquaint- 
ed with their way of making tho sausage. 
On his return to Rome, after crossing the 
Rubicon, ho tried to induco tho inhabit- 
ants of tho Imperial city toadout it as an 
article of food, but the EoaianB'woro rioh, 
they fed on luxuries garnered from the 
lands which they had conquered and 
thej rejected the sausage. On the morn- 
ing of the day of his death at the hands 
of tho conspirators, Ciosar sadly informed 
his wife that Imperial Home wiis totter- 
ing to its fall, and that fall was hastened 
by itR rejection of sousages. It is a singu- 
lar and extraordinary fact— ono quoted 
by the great historian Simanides, and 
Gibbons, and Niebuhr— that no nation 
has been great as a military power, in 
modern times, which did not niako sau- 
sages one of its prime articles of diet. 
The recent war between Germany and 
Franco proves this. Soventy-fivo yearm 
ago the Freneh were intensely fond of 
sausage, then they overran Europe. Bat, 
like the Romans, thoy took to luturona 
living, and tho downfall of la bills Franc* 
followed. 

The Germans havo always been a war- 
like nation. They have always been eat- 
ers of sausago. The greatest general of 
modern times, Moltke, dines upon saus- 
age three times a day. He says thut no 
man who is not a lover of saiisagos can 
ever make a groat general. Some years 
ago he waseallod upon while at breakfast 
by a young olllcer. Ho was eating hi» 
usual meal of "worst and pumpernickel," 
and asked the young olJieer to /join him. 
The offer was declined on tho ground that 
ho never could eat sausages. ' "Sir," said 
the great general, looking nt the officer 
with Hushing eyes, "the man who cannot 
eat sausages need never expee't promo- 
tion from me." The young officer at onco 
applied himself so assiduously to the cul- 
tivation of a taste for sausages that in the 
late war he had riseu to bo General Von 
Moltko's chief of staff. A distaste for sau- 
sages led to the dismissal of a -wooer of 
the General's daughter. Sho afterwards 
married a manufacturer of sausages with 
her father's approbation, and she is now 
the happy mother of eight healthy sau- 
sage-eating children. Were anyone to 
Bay in General Von Moltko's: presonco 
that sausages were mado out of refuoo 
dngs, he would regard it as a mortal of- 
fence. And yet be has never accounted 
for the decadence in the number of dogs 
in Germany since sausages became tho 
national food, as frogs aro that of the 
French, potatoes and herrings of the Ir- 
ish, beef and plum pudding of the Eng- 
lish, buckwheat cakes and tobacco of Am- 
ericans, and Heywood's Pork Sausage of 
British Columbians. ■ *

the operation of the several acts therein 
mentioned or of the Act now in part ro- 
aited or from the operation of any one or 
More of the clauses of any one or more 
of the aaid Acta, the Indiana or any of 
thorn or any tribe of them or the Indian i 
Landa or any portions of thein in the 
Province of British Columbia.

Now kn'ov- ve that, by and with tlie ml- 
Tioe of Our Privy Council for Cauada.vve 
do, by virtu* "t the authority vested in 
rig aguereiubr fore recited, — Proclaim, or- 
der and declare that the Indians arid every 
of them and the several tribes of them in 
the Province of British Columbia are, by 
this Our Royal Proclamation, exempted 
from the operation of the eighth Bection 
of the Act of t he Parliament of Cdimdit 
uasned in the Thirty-Seventh year of Our 
P.eign intituled " An \at to amend certain 
Larva roBpactiug Indians and to extend
